1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Cancel claims 25 - 49. 

In claim 20, add a period "." to the end of the sentence. 
In claim 23, replace "bloc" with "block". 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 25 - 49 
drawn to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 25 - 49 have been 
cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applicant 
discloses a novel method of assembling a plurality of laser diode submodules where, in the 
context of the entire claim, a vacuum is applied to hold the substrate to the carrier, the carrier and 
stacking block are biased together with an elastic bimetallic clip, and upon heating the clip, 
block, and carrier the bimetallic clip opens due to thermal expansion.
